Police vow 
vigilance on 
mall threat 


Terror. Somali group 
al-Shabab suggests 
attack against West 
Edmonton Mall in video

In the wake of a terrorist threat 
lobbed from halfway across the 
world, Edmonton police em¬ 
phasized Sunday the commun¬ 
ity is safe. 

The threat comes from 
al-Shabab, a Somali terrorist 
group, which claimed respon¬ 
sibility for an attack against a 
Kenyan mall in 2013 that left 
67 people dead. 

The brief reference to the 
West Edmonton Mall is near 
the end of a 76-minute docu- 
mentaiy-style video about the 
mall attack. 

“What if such an attack were 
to occur in the Mall of Amer¬ 
ica in Minnesota? Or the West 
Edmonton Mall in Canada? Or 


in London’s Oxford Street?” a 
masked man asked on the video. 

Edmonton police are taking 
the threat seriously, said Deputy 
Chief Brian Simpson, but noted 
it was not a specific threat. 

“I feel West Edmonton Mall 
is veiy safe,” he said. “I also feel 
this community is veiy safe.” 

Simpson said police were 
working with mall security and 
people in the Somali and Mus¬ 
lim communities. “Our best 
opportunity to deal with (these 
types of) threats is to involve 
our community,” he said. 

Police have said before that 
they are actively investigating 
several people in Alberta, be¬ 
cause they fear people are be¬ 
ing radicalized. 

RCMP assistant commission¬ 
er Marlin Degrand said after a 
threat like this they would be 
more vigilant. 

“We will be looking for any 
changes in behaviour, any of 
those signs or indicators that 
there might be some kind of a 
concern,” he said.

One dead, four 
more in hospital 
after stabbings 

One person is dead and 
four others are in hospi¬ 
tal after all of them were 
found with stab wounds 
by police in downtown 
Edmonton early Sunday 
morning. 

Officers were first 
called around 3:30 a.m. 
to a weapons complaint 
around 102 Street and 
107 Avenue, where they 
found two men suffering 
from stab wounds. 

Paramedics treated 
the two men and trans¬ 
ported them to hospital 
wehre they were listed in 
serious but stable condi¬ 
tion. 

The ensuing investiga¬ 
tion led police just one 
block farther to an apart¬ 
ment at 103 Street and 
107 Avenue where they 
found a 23-year-old man 
also suffering from stab 
wounds. 

Emergency medical 
services also transported 
the man to hospital, 
where he eventually died. 

Detectives then found 
two additional men in 
hospital who were also 
suffering from stab 
wounds. 

Edmonton police are 
contuing to investigate 
the incidents, but believe 
all five victims are re¬ 
lated to the same event.

Minister warns cities 
‘every line* up for cuts 


Budget. Edmonton 
looks at options as 
province takes $7B hit 
from low oil prices

Alberta’s municipal affairs min¬ 
ister says the province’s cities 
should not expect to be im¬ 
mune from cuts in the coming 
budget, even if no final deci¬ 
sions have been made yet. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dianna McQueen said the col¬ 
lapse in oil prices drills a $7-bil- 
lion hole in Alberta coffers, 
which means the province has 
to look at eveiything. 

“It’s not business as usual- 
when you have that kind of 
a gap and eveiy line item in 
eveiy ministry is on the table,” 
she said. 

The City of Edmonton’s 
most recent capital budget 
plans for $863 million in mu¬ 
nicipal sustainability initiative 
funding from the province.

That money is budgeted to go 
into local arena projects and 
fire stations, while the province 
has also pledged $400 million 
for the new Valley Line LRT. 

Todd Burge, the city’s act¬ 
ing chief financial officer, said 
they’re veiy much hoping 
those funds aren’t reduced, be¬ 


cause the city is still catching 
up with demands. 

“There was a long period of 
time where we didn’t make any 
investment in infrastructure,” 
he said. 

Burge said the city has start¬ 
ed looking at some of the steps 
to take if there are cuts in infra¬ 


structure grants. 

“I don’t think it means 
cancelling projects. I think it 
means us looking at the time 
frame for projects,” he said. 

He said right now they don’t 
know exactly what to expect. 

“I know what I read in your 
paper.” 


Fare hike, tax levy may fund LRT: Report

Edmonton transit users may 
be charged more — that’s just 
one option being floated by city 
administrators who are looking 
for ways to fund future LRT ex¬ 
pansion, including new lines. 

Five options are contained in 
a report, released Friday. Coun¬ 
cillors will discuss them Wed¬ 
nesday. 


“The intent of the report is 
to explore where council would 
like to go on some of these 
things,” said Todd Burge, the 
city’s acting CFO. 

“Ultimately what we’d like 
to see at the end of the day is 
... council develop a long-term 
strategy.” 

As regards the fare sur¬ 
charge option, city administra¬ 
tion provides information that 
weighs the revenue increases 
versus the effect on ridership 


of fare increases from one to 10 
per cent. The analysis does not 
include certain fares, such as 
the UPass. 

Anoher option to fund fu¬ 
ture LRT projects is tax-sup¬ 
ported debt service room (debt 
service room from previous 
larger projects that will become 
available between 2019 and 
2034. 

Excess gas tax funds and 
pay-as-you-go funding will also 
become available, according to 


the report. 

Council could also approve 
an additional tax levy “towards 
the LRT reserve to fimd other 
future lines.” 

Although the information 
in the report is just speculative, 
city staff say they could do fur¬ 
ther research, pending council 
direction. 

“I think there isn’t just one 
option, there’s a combina¬ 
tion of multiple options,” said 
Burge.

As an Edmonton woman pre¬ 
pares to fight for guardianship 
of her 18-month-old daughter, 
legal experts question if the 
entire situation could have 
been avoided from the start. 

Even though she’s listed 
as a parent on her daughter 
Khloe’s birth certificate, Zoe 
Ayoulca, 20, said she might be 
forced to make a constitution¬ 
al challenge because of the 
wording in the Alberta Family 
Law Act. 

Ayoulca isn’t Khloe’s bio¬ 
logical parent, but the former 
partner of the child’s birth 
mother. 

“The reason I have to make 


this constitutional challenge 
if we can’t come to an agree¬ 
ment is that I meet eveiy sin¬ 
gle requirement but I’m not 
a male, and the (Alberta law) 
is clearly directed towards 
males,” said Ayoulca. 

Averie McNaiy, a Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta law professor 
specializing in ethics, said 
such a case is not unheard of 
but Ayoulca’s success is really 
dependent on steps taken at 
Khloe’s birth. 

“The law, as it stands right 
now with respect to the dec¬ 
laration of parentage, is the 
birth mom is the mom and 
the (biological) dad is the 
father unless certain steps 
were taken to change that, to 
get rid of bio-dad and replace 
that with another parent,” she 


said. 

McNaiy said Ayoulca could 
have some trouble with a con¬ 
stitutional challenge because 
those steps weren’t taken at 
birth. 

“I can see a constitutional 
challenge being made, but 
there is no clear path to suc¬ 
cess,” she said. 

McNaiy said it’s import¬ 
ant that parents in same-sex 
relationships get the proper 
advice from the start. 

“It sounds veiy boring 
and unromantic, but it really 
is advisable to get clear legal 
advice at the time the baby is 
born,” she said.

Terrorist threat doesn’t 
concern staff, shoppers

Despite the release of a video 
that urged extremist groups to 
attack shopping malls in Can¬ 
ada, the United States and Brit¬ 
ain, shoppers and staff at West 
Edmonton mall continued with 
their weekend business Sunday. 

In a statement released by 
the mall, spokeswoman Sheri 
Clegg said mall management 
is aware of the video, released 
by Somali extremist group 
al-Shabab. Management has 
taken extra security measures 
to ensure guest and staff safety, 
Clegg said. 

“We will continue to mon¬ 
itor events with the help of fed¬ 
eral and local law enforcement 



agencies,” the statement con¬ 
tinued. “As always, we take any 
potential threat seriously and 
respond appropriately.” 

Vicki Olson of Camrose said 
she heard the news Sunday 
morning, but it didn’t stop her 
from heading to the mall. 

“I come here maybe once 
a year,” said Olson. “It’s a little 
distressing, but they also said... 
the chances of it happening are 
veiy slim.” 

Jeannine Solowy, who is 
visiting Edmonton from Yellow¬ 
knife, said the news was up¬ 
setting but the response from 
RCMP and police have been 
reassuring. 

“I feel like they have a han¬ 
dle on it,” she said. “I feel like 
it’s much better when they alert 
the public.” 

Karen Maguddatu, who has 
worked at a mall kiosk for the 
last year, said she hasn’t heard 
from mall authorities about in¬ 
creased security protocol. 

“It’s a bit (concerning),” she 
said, adding that she’ll still be 
coming into work.

Manitoba gamblers can now 
get odds on some veiy odd 
things through the province’s 
online gambling website. 

Playnow.com quietly began 
taking bets in November on 
things as strange as when the 
existence of intelligent extra¬ 
terrestrial life will be proven 
— they’re giving 90-to-l odds 
it happens this year — to what 
colour hair Prince William 
and Kate’s second child will 
have. 

The odds on grey, by the 
way, are 28-to-l. 

“They’re known as novelty 
or entertainment bets,” ex¬ 
plained Chris Fairclough of 
Playnow, adding that pop-cul¬ 
ture events like the Academy 
Awards are proving popular 
with betters. 

“It’s all based around spec¬ 
tacles like Super Bowl or the 
Oscars — something that 
has a lot of weight and a lot 
of marketing dollars behind 
them — but we offer betting 


on a variety of cultural and 
hot topics that are going on 
in the news as well, whether 
that’s the presidential elec¬ 
tion coming up or that’s the 
sex of Will and Kate’s baby.” 

Fairclough said Mani¬ 
tobans over 18 who have 
signed up for an account can 
put as little as 10 cents or as 
much as $10,000, in some 
cases, down on a novelty bet. 

As for concerns about giv¬ 
ing gambling addicts more 
things to bet on, Fairclough 
said that as a joint venture 
between the governments of 
Manitoba and British Colum¬ 
bia, Playnow.com has safe¬ 
guards in place. 

“Would you rather money 
be going offshore to some il¬ 
legal gaming website ... or 
would you rather the proceeds 
be going back into education?” 
he asked. “When it comes to 
responsible-gambling tools or 
problem gambling, we would 
rather have control.”

Recyclable scrap 
sits rusting on 
northern tundra 

The metal dump sits outside 
the Nunavut community of 
Arviat, stretching exposed for 
almost a kilometre. 

“Eveiy piece of metal, 
eveiy car, eveiy washer, eveiy 
diyer, eveiy lawn chair that’s 
come into the community, 
has never left,” said Steve 


England, the hamlet’s senior 
administrative officer. “It’s 
still here.” 

Arviat, on the west coast 
of Hudson Bay, isn’t unique. 
Although vehicles and appli¬ 
ances are regularly shipped 
into communities across the 
North, few, if any, have ever 
been sent back south when 
their lives are over. 

Hundreds of tonnes of 
junked vehicles, heavy ma¬ 
chinery and household appli¬ 
ances clog Nunavut landfills. 
So do their tires, lead acid 


batteries, mercuiy switches 
and engine fluids. 

“It is a huge issue in the 
North because there is no real 
way to recycle or buiy the 
waste when you’re basically 
sitting on rock,” said Shawn 
Stucky, administrator of 
Gjoa Haven on King William 
Island. 

Last summer, a small 
Ontario environmental group, 
together with 10 business 
partners and local residents, 
pulled off the first successful 
attempt to decommission at 


least some of the wrecks and 
send them south for recycling. 

“It’s one of the shining suc¬ 
cess stories,” said England of 
Summerhill Impact’s Tundra 
Talce-Baclc program. 

But the group’s ability to 
extend last summer’s pilot 
program is in doubt. 

Environment Canada 
hasn’t committed to renewing 
the $100,000 grant that got 
the ball rolling last year. The 
group’s crowdfunding drive 
has stalled at less than a third 

of its goal. THE CANADIAN PRESS

lated. Lepage said she believes 
that will be a significant barrier 
to ex-soldiers with both fiill- 
and part-time service applying 
for federal jobs, a transition the 
Conservative government says 
it’s eager to facilitate.

A river feny carrying up to 140 
passengers capsized in central 
Bangladesh on Sunday after be 
ing hit by a cargo vessel, killing 
at least 48 people, officials said. A 
rescue operation was underway, 
but it was not clear how many 
people were missing. 

The feny was struck by the 
cargo vessel at the Daulatdia- 
Paturia crossing on the Padma 
River on Sunday afternoon, said 
fire department official Shahzadi 
Begum. Rescue teams were de¬ 
ployed and passing boats were 
helping in the operation, she 
said. 

The site is 40 kilometres 
northwest of Dhaka, the capital. 
Feny accidents are common 
in Bangladesh, an impover¬ 
ished South Asian nation that is 
crisscrossed by more than 130 
rivers. 

The feny, the M.L. Mosta, was 
submerged at a depth of up to 
six metres, said Inspector Zihad 
Mia, who is overseeing the rescue 
operation. 

By Sunday evening, at least 48 
bodies had been recovered, Mia 
said. He said officials had yet to 
determine how many passengers 
were missing. Ferries in Bangla¬ 


desh usually do not maintain for¬ 
mal passenger lists. 

“We don’t have a clear picture 
about how many were exactly in 
the feny when it sank,” Mia said. 
“But I think many have survived.” 

Jewel Mia, an official from the 
Bangladesh Inland Water Trans¬ 
port Authority, told reporters at 
the scene that up to 140 people 
were on board when the feny 
sank. 

A passenger who survived 
said many people got trapped 
inside. “The passengers who 
were on the deck have survived, 
but many who were inside 
got trapped,” Hafizur Rahman 
Sheikh was quoted as saying by 
the Prothom Alo newspaper. 

Authorities ordered an inves¬ 
tigation into the accident and 
a five-member committee has 
been asked to submit a report 
within 15 days, the Ministry of 
Shipping said in a statement. 

The Padma is one of the lar¬ 
gest rivers in Bangladesh, where 
overcrowding and poor safety 
standards are often blamed for 
feny disasters. 

Last August, a feny with a cap¬ 
acity of 85 passengers was found 
to be carrying more than 200 
when it capsized on the Padma 
near Dhaka, leaving more than 
100 people dead or missing. The 
ferry’s owner was arrested after 
weeks in hiding on charges of 
culpable homicide, unauthorized 
operation and overloading.

Renewed U.S. relations open 
up Cuban athletics, economy 


A new report by the Broad- 
bent Institute and Atkinson 
Foundation argues, against 
conventional business wis¬ 
dom, that it is often the state 
— not the private sector — 
that is best-placed to pinpoint 
the business world’s trailblaz- 
ers. 

By moving away from its 
current reliance on indirect 
measures like tax credits, 
the report says, the Canadian 
government could do much 
more to spur innovation suc¬ 
cess and ensure that its re¬ 
wards are shared more fairly. 

And, experts argue, Can¬ 
ada needs to do something 
big and bold, or risk being 
left behind in the innova¬ 
tion race. A 2011 report to 
the federal government said 
it needed to do much better 
at helping small businesses 
grow into global competitors. 

“Governments are the 
only the body in our society 
that can make the big bets 
on unproven research and 
unproven technologies,” says 
David Wolfe, a political sci¬ 
ence professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto Mississauga. 

Despite Canada having 
one of the highest levels of 
indirect innovation support 
through tax credits amongst 
wealthy countries, its direct 
research and development 
spending compares poorly

to competitors like Germany 
and the U.S. Those govern¬ 
ments spend 2.8 and 2.9 per 
cent of their GDP on R&D 
respectively, while Canada 
spends less than 1.7 per cent. 

Wolfe believes direct gov¬ 
ernment investment needs 
to be seen as a critical part 
of innovation policy, and 
is worthy of more public 
money. 

Ben Fox, who launched his 
web tutorial start-up Sidekick 
from Ryerson’s Digital Media 
Zone, has benefitted from 
both direct and indirect gov¬ 
ernment support. He agrees 
that both can be important 
tools — tax credits helped 
alleviate end-of-year finan¬ 
cial stress for the fledgling 
company — but says direct 
funding was absolutely essen¬ 
tial, affording the company 
the necessary upfront cash 
to solve early technological 
problems.

Revised rules allow 
Cuban athletes to sign 
personal endorsement 
deals separate from the 
federation's dealings 


Before U.S. President Barack 
Obama announced plans 
in December to normalize 
state-to-state relations with 
Cuba, there were no warn¬ 
ing signs. 

But if you were looking 
closely, you might have 
seen a foreshadowing of the 
deal flash past on the track. 
Since last season, some 
standout Cuban athletes 
have competed in gear sup¬ 
plied by U.S. companies. 

If legendary Cuban hurd¬ 
ler Dayron Robles competes 
at the Pan Am games in 
Toronto this summer, he’ll 
do so in Nike shoes. Cuban 
track and field athletes 
wore Adidas regardless of 
their personal brand prefer¬ 
ence, as a long list of rules 
kept American companies 
from doing business with 
Cuba’s state-run sports sys¬ 
tem. 

But two years ago, the 
country’s track and field 
federation quietly relaxed 


regulations, allowing ath¬ 
letes greater autonomy re¬ 
garding apparel deals. 

“Eighteen months be¬ 
fore the announcement, 
Nike had already infiltrated 
Cuba,” says Kris Mychasiw, 
a Montreal-based agent who 
advised several Cuban ath¬ 
letes. 

Brand mismatches be¬ 
tween athletes and their 
national federations aren’t 
rare. Athletics Canada, for 
example, is sponsored by 
Nike but can’t stop athletes 
from seeking deals with 
other outfitters, a luxury 
Cuban athletes had not 
shared since 1961. 

Robles complained about 
the federation’s lack of re¬ 
sources and left the team 
in early 2013, only to resur¬ 
face later that year on Mon¬ 
aco’s track circuit — wear¬ 
ing Nike gear. He has since 
returned to a Cuban team 
transformed, one that has 
relaxed its individual en¬ 
dorsement deal restrictions. 

The move to allow ath¬ 
letes the freedom to seek 
sponsorships comes amid 
broader reforms to stimu¬ 
late the economy through 
private ownership of homes 
and businesses, the hope be¬ 
ing to create jobs to balance 
national unemployment.

The Harper government’s push 
to deliver a balanced budget 
despite low oil prices has at¬ 
tracted fresh attention to a po¬ 
tential stockpile of federal cash: 
a multi-billion-dollar taxpayer 
stake in the auto business. 

The government’s remain¬ 
ing 73.4 million shares in Gen¬ 


eral Motors are now worth 
more than $3.4 billion in total, 
thanks to the combined effect 
of a solid stock price and a 
weakened Canadian dollar. 

Ottawa initially booked 
the value of the stock at about 
$1.1 billion, according to the 
Finance Department. The net 


gain or loss from a sale would 
be the total proceeds minus the 
book value, a spokesman said.

THE SURPRISING SEXISM OF COCKTAIL CULTURE 


Women in the mixology scene have to fight for respect — and so do the drinks that are traditionally considered 'girly'

It was a dream assignment: Go to Prague, ex¬ 
plore the craft cocktail scene, drink and write 
about it. 

It led my wife and me to the world re¬ 
nowned Hemingway Bar, where barlceeps, 
much like the virile author himself, sported big 
beards, twisted moustaches and suspenders. In 
other words, the neo-bartender uniform. 

We asked for recommendations. For her, a 
black currant cosmo with pistachio whipping. 
And for me? Something so manly it was topped 
with a slab of cured bacon: How predictable. 

Talk to the anyone who enjoys craft 
cocktails and they’ll probably tell you the 
culture is gendered. Better yet, talk to the 
few female bartenders working in these 


modern speakeasies. 

“Til have customers sit at the bar and as¬ 
sume I’m a waitress,” says Elizabeth Yu of 
North 53, one of several new Edmonton joints 
wagering their business on the cocktail renais¬ 
sance. “They’ll say, ‘Can you get him to make 
me a drink?”’ 

Shelan Reason of Three Boars gets this, too. 
Sometimes customers are more inclined to ask 
the chef for a recommendation than her. She 
says, “They don’t think you’re an authority.” 

The sexist cocktail culture is especially odd 
because women actually rule the bartending 
industry, at least in the U.S. Unlike in male- 
dominated kitchens, women make up 60 per 
cent of barlceeps, according to its Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. Not bad considering some 
states banned barmaids from pouring whiskey 
until the 1970s. 

But they’ve hardly penetrated the lionized 


Prohibition-style bars celebrated in magazines 
and the Food Network. Even among their peers 
at Alberta-wide cocktail competitions, say Rea¬ 
son and Yu, they have to fight for respect. 

“When I’m competing, there’s generally 
one or two female bartenders of about nine,” 
says Yu. “And people will compare the two fe¬ 
male bartenders, instead of (comparing them) 
amongst their cohorts.” 

“They had a side bet, whose girl bartender is 
better?” recalls Reason of one tournament. “In 
those competitions, if a girl doesn’t win, it’s, 
like, ‘Hey, nice try.’ Dudes are more likely to get 
constructive feedback.” 

As customers, too, they’re sometimes pa¬ 
tronized —suggested fruity, juicy drinks and 
asked, “Are you sure?” whenever they pass on it 
for something stiff. 

How can we be better barflies? 

“Trust my education,” says Three Boars’ bar¬ 


tender. “If this is my calling, there’s no reason 
to think that I haven’t done my research.” 

Yu, who invented North 53’s outstanding 
sake and rose petal concoction inspired by Per¬ 
sian ice cream, suggested I don’t make such a 
fuss about getting a drink in “girly” glassware, 
like a coupe. In fact, I should just drop the terms 
“manly” and “girly” from my liquor lexicon en¬ 
tirely and focus on the flavours. “That’s so in¬ 
grained in drinking culture, but it’s something 
we’re trying to shift.” 

After a surprising amount of criticism, the 
Next Act Pub recently did just that and axed 
those two words from its cocktail menu. It’s 
worth it. Because back at Hemingway Bar, my 
wife ended up with the best damn drink I’d 
ever tasted. I should have arrived in drag.

Edmonton’s toughest 

If you’re a parent with young children curi¬ 
ous about how Edmonton’s urban wildlife 
survives the bitter prairie winter — or you 
are just a curious adult — then the Urban 
Survivors event taking place at John Janzen 
Nature Centre is something for which 
you’ll want to come out of hibernation.

How much of a mess are the 
Academy Awards? Not even 
Neil Patrick Harris — the 
obvious go-to guy who kills 
at the Tonys and Emmys — 
could conquer them. 

NPH was to be the second 
safe choice in a row, after 
last year’s Ellen DeGeneres 
show. Sometimes the Oscars 
think outside the box and 
pay the price: Seth MacFar- 
lane singing about boobs 
in 2013; the dynamic duo 
of a dazed, noncommittal 
James Franco and an energy- 
pill-high Anne Hathaway in 
2011. 

It all started well. Har¬ 
ris ascended from the floor 
onto the stage of Los An¬ 
geles’ Dolby Theatre for his 
first Oscars gig and immedi¬ 
ately addressed the biggest 
elephant in the room. “To¬ 
night we celebrate the best 
and whitest — sorry, best 
and brightest,” he quipped, 
winlcingly referring to the 
heavy snubbing that befell 
Selma. 

But this was a false start. 
Savage quips were immedi¬ 
ately — as in the next sen¬ 
tence — replaced by sing¬ 
ing. Harris launched into 
one of those songs that Billy 
Crystal used to do, except 
only about a third of it was 
dedicated to jokes. Singing 
about “moving pictures” — 
it’s 1895 all over again! — he 
offered a sloppy valentine to 
the medium he’s shilling for 
at this awards show, at least. 
Harris inserted himself into 
movies, most of them old — 
say, blocking Sharon Stone’s 
business from Basic Instinct 

— but also the night’s only 
feted musical, Into the 
Woods. 

Speaking of which, he 
was soon joined by Anna 
Kendrick, as well as Jack 
Black, who channelled his 
inner Tenacious D to offer 
the position that maybe 
movies are crap and this 
whole thing is a corrupt love- 
in. The Oscars do this every 
now and then: addressing 
that maybe the ceremony 

— and maybe even movies 
themselves — are irrelevant.

2. Working with one at a time, 
place a chicken breast between 
2 sheets of waxed paper and 


pound to an even 2-inch thick¬ 
ness. Set aside. 

3. Stuffing: Boil or steam the as¬ 
paragus until just tender, about 
2 minutes. Drain and rinse with 
cold water. Dice and place it in 
a bowl. Add the brie, Parmesan, 
red pepper and dried basil. 


4. Lay the chicken breasts flat 
and divide the stuffing equally 
among them. Roll up and se¬ 
cure with a toothpick. Whisk 
together the egg and milk and 
place in a shallow bowl. Com¬ 
bine the bread crumbs and Par¬ 
mesan in another shallow bowl 
or plate. 


5. Lightly coat a large nonstick 
skillet with cooking spray, add 
the oil and set over medium- 
high heat. Dip the rolled chick¬ 
en into the egg mixture and 
then into the bread crumbs. 
Saute the rolled chicken just 
until browned on all sides, 
about 5 minutes.

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Closures spell trouble for student employees

Job search. Summer 
job hunters may need 
to broaden search 
following retail 
closures, experts say 


Students and new graduates 
on the hunt for summer jobs 
may find the search even 
more daunting given the re¬ 
cent grim news on the home¬ 
grown retail front. 

With Target shuttering its 
133 Canadian locations and 
Jacob, Mexx, Sony, Parasuco 
and Jones New York closing 
up shop, will short-term job 
opportunities be tougher to 
come by? 

Hershi Rubinoff, president 
of career site CPG Connect, 
said she’s seen a huge influx 
of visits from Target employ¬ 
ees since the Minneapolis- 
based retailer announced 
its exit from the Canadian 
marketplace. 

“I think that’s the biggest 
problem that students and 
new grads are going to run 
into this summer because 
as they’re applying for those

part-time retail positions, 
there’s going to be a plethora 
of candidates in the market 


from Target and ... other re¬ 
tailers,” Rubinoff said. 

“Because there’s going 


to be so many of them look¬ 
ing for work, they’re going 
to have the experience, and 
they’re likely going to be will¬ 
ing to accept a lower wage.” 

But Lauren Friese, founder 
of TalentEgg, a Canadian job 
site and career resource for 
students and recent gradu¬ 
ates, said it’s still unknown 
how many of the eliminated 
jobs would have been avail¬ 
able to young people. 


The job market for teens 
and young adults remains a 
tough one. 

Statistics Canada data re¬ 
vealed the youth unemploy¬ 
ment rate declined by 0.7 
percentage points in Januaiy 
to 12.8 per cent, with 30,300 
more young people working 
compared to the year prior. 
Still, the youth unemploy¬ 
ment rate far exceeds the na¬ 
tional figure of 6.6. per cent. 

Rubinoff said young 
people should be diversifying 
their job searches and look¬ 
ing to different sectors for 
potential opportunities. 

“I know that event mar¬ 
keting is always something 
that is veiy big and definitely 
picks up in the summertime 
as the different consumer 
packaged goods companies 
look at grassroots ways to 
reach their target audience,” 
she said. 

Friese recently gave an 
hour-long presentation in 
which she stressed three 
main points on pursuing 
summer and post-graduate 
work: being resourceful, cre¬ 
ative and taking action. 

“Being resourceful starts 
with being veiy organized 


and figuring out all the dif¬ 
ferent types of resources 
that are out there to help 
you, whether they’re in the 
online world or the offline 
world,” said Friese, whose 
website features Bright Ideas, 
an online initiative aimed at 
crowdsourcing solutions to 
improve Canada’s youth em¬ 
ployment. 

Friese said she thinks the 
exciting part of summer em¬ 
ployment is that students get 
the chance to gain experience 
in an area they may be uncer¬ 
tain they like or want to pur¬ 
sue for the long haul. 

“Once you graduate and 
enter into ‘the real world’ you 
don’t get those opportunities 
to take career sabbaticals. You 
don’t get those opportunities 
to just tiy something new,” 
she said. 

“You commit to something 
and you’re expected to stay 
there long-term. And if you 
do jump around a lot, you’re 
thought of as a job-hopper 
that’s not sure of what they 
want to do. 

“If you do it while you’re 
still in school it’s a complete¬ 
ly different impression,” she 
added, the Canadian press

Winter World Cup 
appears more likely 

Global football executives 
will fly into Qatar this week 
to conclude discussions on 
when the 2022 World Cup 
should be played. The out¬ 
come already seems clear: 
football’s biggest event will 
be played in November 
and December for the first 
time unless FIFA unexpect¬ 
edly gives into European 
opposition. 

In Doha on Tuesday, 
power brokers from 
Europe’s clubs and leagues 
on FIFA’s Qatar task force 
will once again spell out 
the disruption that would 
be created by splitting their 
August-May seasons. But 
with the final scheduling 
decision resting with FIFA’s 
executive committee, it 
seems unlikely president 
Sepp Blatter’s desire for 
November-December will 
be overruled.

NASCAR. Logano wins 
season-opening Sprint 
Cup race under caution 


Joey Logano, the driver who 
has spent seven years trying to 
five up to impossible expecta¬ 
tions, raced to his first career 
Daytona 500 victoiy Sunday as 
he continued to reward Roger 
Penslce for catapulting him 
into one of NASCAR’s top stars. 

Nicknamed “Sliced Bread” 
when he broke into the Sprint 
Cup Series at 18 because so 
many predicted him to be the 
next big thing, Logano found 
himself searching for a new 
job after four underwhelming 
seasons. 


Runners-up 


Reigning Sprint Cup cham¬ 
pion Kevin Harvick finished 
second and was followed 
by Dale Earnhardt Jr., the 
defending race winner. 


He was snatched up by 
Penslce for the 2013 season 
after being dropped by Joe 
Gibbs Racing, a move that 
jumpstarted his career. His vic¬ 
toiy in “The Great American 
Race” on Sunday gave “The 
Captain” his second Daytona 
500 title. 

“Daytona 500, oh my God! 
Are you kidding me?” Logano 
yelled in victoiy lane. “I was so 
nervous the whole race.” 


The 24-year-old was quiet 
for most of the race, which 
was dominated by Jeff Gordon, 
who was making the final Day¬ 
tona 500 start of his career. 
Gordon won the pole and led 
for a race-high 87 laps. 

Following a restart with 
19 laps remaining, Logano 
buckled down for white- 
lcnuckle, three-wide racing 
and surged to the front. He 
seemed to have the race under 
control, but a caution with 
three laps remaining forced 
him to fight for the win one 
last time. 

NASCAR needed nearly 
seven minutes of stoppage to 
clean the track, and it set up a 
two-lap sprint to the finish. 

He got a terrific jump on 
the field before a wreck fur-

Bruins smash 
six-game streak 


6-2 win. Patrice 
Bergeron said victory 
over Chicago more 
important than 200- 
goal milestone 


Patrice Bergeron was happier 
that the Boston Bruins ended 
their losing streak than he was 
about reaching a personal mile¬ 
stone. 

Bergeron opened the scor¬ 
ing with his 200th goal, then 
added two assists in Boston’s 
four-goal second period and 
the Bruins snapped a season- 
high six-game losing streak 
with a 6-2 rout of the Chicago 
Blaclchawlcs on Sunday. 

Reilly Smith had a goal and 
assist for the Bruins, who were 
0-4-2 during the slide, their 
longest winless stretch since 
2010. Loui Eriksson, Milan 



Lucic, Gregoiy Campbell and 
Dougie Hamilton also scored 
for Boston, which pulled away 
in the finale of a five-game road 
trip. 

“It was nice to see us stay fo¬ 
cused no matter what, and just 
be strong mentally and find a 
way to keep pushing the pace,” 
Bergeron said. 

And the Bruins’ slide — 


which has put them in danger 
of missing the playoffs for the 
first time since 2007 — is over. 

“It was definitely a tough 
situation,” Bergeron said. “It 
was a little harder this time 
around. Hopefully we can build 
from what we’ve done today.” 

The 29-year-old Bergeron 
said he wasn’t aware of scor¬ 
ing his 200th until he was told 
on the bench after he scored at 
3:00 of the first period. 

“I never thought, starting as 
an 18-year-old, I was going to 
score 200,” he said. 

Bruins coach Claude Ju- 
lien liked what he saw, as the 
Bruins quickly nipped a Chi¬ 
cago comeback early in the 
second and then took charge. 

Boston’s Tuukka Raslc 
made 26 saves and coasted 
to the win, but he took two 
penalties late in the first per¬ 
iod that allowed Chicago to 
trim a 2-0 Boston lead to 2-1.
